OUR FUTUBE LAND POLICY. 
2. Tim seceiid jriouncl upon %vhich j! is 
hold that to sell our waste lands at such 
prices as could notv he obLiincd would 
not bo consistent with good policy, ia, 
that by go doing \vc aliould destroy tlic 
inttnigmtion fund. 

In this niopoBition it ia of cauTSe ns- 
sunicd, that from the proceeds of tules 
the Qovcrnnient wmtlJ not tle-rivc bo good 
an income as is derived from dcimsturing 
licenses and lcaacB. Thin is ranting one 
ua^uniption upon another. 11 ut where arc 
the proofs ? So far tin experience moy 
be relied upon, the proofs lie in the op- 
ptirtilc direction. During Ike ten years 
which intervened between trie crjrfimencc- 
menL nf the selling system und the past,- 
int^ of the statute misnamed the Lurid 
A'ni'es Act, the sales produced to the re- 
venue upwards of one million sterling, 
or on average income of mors thim 
£100,000 per annum. The income de- 
rived lojit year from the occupation sys- 
tem was k-s« than half of this, or just 
£16,000. And the diffcrcticc is the 
more striking when it is remembered, 
that during the Termor period the mean 
population was only 90,000 souls ; und 
during the latter, 220,000. It, then, the 
contingencies of the future may he csli. 
mated from the actuulitics of the past, 
there aan be no doubt as to the supe- 
riority, fln'nncially considered, of the 
selling over the leasing system. 

But in iitstilvitiiif; u comparison of this 
sort, the consideration referred to in a 
former article should be neither forrmt- 
len nor underrated, namely — thut while 
the lciiaing system is unfriendly to the 
conditions which give to land a pro- 
gressively increasing value, tho selling 
system is the oniy one under which those 
conditions citn bo fully realised and per- 
manently maintained. The one system 
shulBuplhc territory; the other throw* 
it open. The one forbids the earth to be 
" replenished and subdued" ; the other 
facilitates the use of the appointed mcttns 
for currying out the Divine chnrter which 
placed the earth under mini's dominion. 
When the whole of our ivild l.uids uliall 
have been leased away — and, if things go 
on as nt present, to thnl ultimut.ttm we 
shall soon be brought — the income de- 
rived from them will bo stationary, and 
their nominal value will be stereotyped, 
Let them be open for sale at bond Jitie 
prices and tinder jtidiclaurt regulafiuns, 
and their market value would steadily 
rise; every successive sale ivoidd yield 
an augmented profit to the revenue : 
while the process of true coloured ion 
which -would then bo going on Tram year 
to yeur would be augmenting the general 
wealth of the community, and enlarging 
simultaneously die financial msmircoH of 
tho Uovcrnmcnt, whether far the import- 
ation of labour or for the carrying On of 
inLernal impruvemcnts. 

3. The third aud lost of the objection", 
wo have proposed to notice, is by far the 
most weighty of the whole : that by 
selling nur wa^te Innde ut such prices as 

could now he realized, we should create 
a monopoly of tits soil tigainsl future im- 
migrants. Without slopping for tho 
present lo enquire whelhor sales could bo 
effected. to the prodigious extent which 
this objection gircsuppoaes, we may re- 
mark, in the first nlace, that the incon- 
venience here deprecated is, to a. greater 
or less extent, inseparable from coloni- 
nation under any form. " First come 
first served," is an adage all the world 
over. Every immigrant who takes pos- 
session of an acre leaves au acre less for 
those -who cow after hiiu ; und the. 
greater the number who come and lake, 
the less elbow-room in there left for those 
who follow. Hut wo never hoard thnl 
for this reason either the Government of 
Uanadit, or the Government of tho United 
States, or the Government of uiiy coun- 
try except that of Australia, hit upon the 
notable expedient of securing land 
fur those who come lasl, by refusing to 
sell lo those who ctmie first! 
In other new countries it ia thought that 
the faster the waste lands. aTe uetllod, the 
soanor they tore transferred from the no- 
minal ami unfruitful ownership of Ihc 
State lo the actual and fr tic I i tying owner- 
ship of the State's subjects, the better foT 
all parlies. It was reserved lor Aus- 
tralia to strike out the contrary thought, 
and to encourage immigration by forbid- 
tlmfi colonization ! 

Hut it may be remarked, in the second 
riksffi that the monopoly here deprecated 
could not be more effectually established 
under ittiy sj^tem than it is under the cx:- 
iMtinrr Australian system. Let any man 
look into our slnlisticB of squatting; let 
him cost bis eye over the columns in 
which the square- miles claimed by our 
setters nro set forth in round numbers ; 
man i" !l[tnd - let llim compute the 
hu' c aura f*t™ of fllCffC figures with th 
whole area of the colony; let 
him institute one cotniianson rnoro, 
placing the whole number ol 
the claimants in =o« 



slump the broad sent ol perpetuity. He 
peal the sUtlutc, nnd place our terri- 
torial administration where it aught tn 
he, in the LnnU uf tile colonial Legisla- 
ture, and the duys of that monopoly ore 
numbered. 

The lust mail from London struck 
harshly upon our hopes. The Hill for 
revising our constitution, and far endow- 
ing our Legislature with the new powers 
of which we have been anticipating the 
exercisfj and the consequences, has tiecn 
withdrawn. But though dinn 
we arc not cant down. Her MaisbtVb 
Government have gone too far to recede 
They stand pledged in the face of Par- 
liament and of these colonies to 
set aside, or essentially modify, that 
obnoxious piece of legislation which 
has dealt so cruel a blow ul the prospe- 
rity and canfentinent of Her Majesty's 
Australian subjects. They will redeem 
their pledge. The control of our land 
affairs will yet be our own. Tho terms 
and condition* upon which our territorial 
wastes ahull horcnllcr be made available 
for the high purposes of coloniyjition, 
will yet he lell lo the discretion of our 
own constitutional re preset! tat ives. And 
with them we shall be content 
tq leave tho task. It will he a 
task of no ordinary magnitude and 
perplexity ; but if it is to be discharge il 
ut all, wisely, successfully, rind to tlio 
general satisfaction of the colonists, it 
must be discharged by (Ami. Jfo oilier 
power on earth Is equal to the arduous 
exploit, A long succession of Colonial 
Ministers have tried their hands til 
il — and /ailed; the Imperial Pur- 
ttament bus made tho experiment- 
ami /mini ,* the Guees in Council 
has sought to grapple with it— 
and /ttttt'd. They have all failed, be- 
cause they have nil lacked the grand pre- 
requisite — local experience. And it is 
because Ihis grand pre-roquisile will he 
passed by those to whom Our iTutura 
Land Policy in to bo entrusted, thnt we 
entertain a snnguinc hojic that ere long 
that policy will be pliwied on a sound, 
beneficial, and durable foundation,
